Ducks see 
future in 
Cristobal 


Oregon wastes no time in taking the 
‘interim’ tag off Mario Cristobal’s title 


Oregon’s nationwide search for a new football coach ended 
very close to home, with the Ducks naming offensive co- 
coordinator Mario Cristobal their 34th head coach on Friday. 


Why Cristobal: He is considered one of the best recruiters 
in the country and Oregon’s best hope to keep its nationally 
ranked recruiting class relatively intact. That, and the play- 
ers absolutely love him, with 70 signing a petition urging he 
become coach. 


The Cristobal file: He’s the son of Cuban exiles and at one 
time was offered a job as a Secret Service agent. He was 
head coach at Florida International, a woeful program, and 
took it to its only two bowl games in history while going 
27-47, then was a top assistant under Nick Saban at Ala- 
bama for four years. 


The assistants: Cristobal says he wants to keep as many 
as possible.

Portland has forged its national reputa- 
tion in part around its many local breweries 
and exceptional craft beers. 

But the city of Portland has devoted 
hundreds of hours and tens of thousands 
in legal fees to gain rights to a distinctive 
beer logo — a move that would undermine 
a local brewery. 

At the center of the dispute: the leap- 
ing deer featured on the iconic city-owned 
neon “Portland Oregon” sign that is a prom- 
inent feature of the skyline. 

Old Town Brewing has clearly estab- 
lished legal rights to put the leaping stag 
on beer products. But the city wants to sell 


those rights to other breweries. 

The clash has become a David and Goli- 
ath affair in local business owners’ eyes. So 
much so that one of the state’s largest micro- 
breweries, Rogue Ales & Spirits, last month 
banned Portland Mayor Ted Wheeler and 
all the city’s attorneys and bureaucrats from 
drinking at its Portland pubs. 

By registering the leaping deer image for 
use in the beer market with the U.S. Patent 
and Trademark Office, Old Town Brewing 
has owned the sole right to use the logo on 
beer-related products since 2012. The brewer 
also has the sole right to license the image to 
other beer companies.
